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1. A serious responsibility rests on every reviewer to be alert 
during classification reviews of CIA ntiterial for any infonnation on 
activities which have been challenged as questionable, or which appear 
to provide evidence of possible wrongdoing or of suggestions and reconi- 
Biendations for actions which could have led to wrongdoing had they been 
carried out. This may include infommtion not only on actions readily 
recognizable as potentially illegal, but also on any which the siajority 
of Americans might view as immoral, unethical, or reprehensible according 
to presait standards and beliefs. Hie Agency lias been criticized for 
alleged involvaiient in attenqjted assassinations, testing drugs on un- 
witting subjects, seeking ways to affect Inniian behavior (often referred 
to under the umbrella cryptonym MKlfl.TIdV) , mail censorship, operations 
involving st udent organizaticHis, and the operational use of American 
journalists, □ 

2. Reviewers should be alert to infonnation concerning such 
activities as well as others which might also be considered questionable. 
All si^ cases should be noted, even those involving recomnendations 
turned doivn and never irrplemented. This often liappened, and in one 
sense has a positive connotation for the Agency by demonstrating that 
siazh activi ties were not acceptable as a policy matter even at the 
time. I I 


3. If information concerning such activities is uncovered, CRD 
must ensure that the rcspcmsible Directorate or Office is advised so 
that action can be taken to notify senior Agency management and intel- 
ligence oversight bodies as appropriate. Reviewers finding such infor- 
mation, or having questions as to whctlier certain infoimation might fit 
within the defined categories, should bring it to the attention of the 
Branch Chief representing the Directorate involved. Branch Chiefs will 
be responsible for advising C/CRD and taking action as may be required 
with the appropriate Directorate or otlier component. .Should a document 
requiring transmission to a cojtiponent. be foiuid, the CRD Brcinch Chief 
concerne d wil l forward a copy thereof t'o tluit comiionent and obtain a 
receipt . □ 
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3. If infonnation conceniiiiK such net ivi lies is micovered, Cld) must 
ensure that the responsible Directorate or Oft ice is advised so that action 
can be taken to notify senior Agency management and intelligence oversight 
bodies as appropriate. Reviewers finding such iniormation, or having 
questions as to whether certain information might fit within the defined 
categories, should bring it to tlie attention of the Branch Chief representing 
t?te Directorate involved. IVninch Chiefs will he responsible for advising 
C/(1?D and taking actim as may be required with the np]m>prjatc Directorate' 
or other con^onent. Should a document requiring, t rajisniission to a component 
be found, the CRD Branch Quef concemed will lorward a co])y thereof to 
that component and obtain a receipt.

in the past: 
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
